Under 37 CFR § 1.8(b) and § 1.181, applicant hereby petitions to withdraw the Notice of 
Abandonment mailed Februaiy 5, 2003 (copy enclosed). The application was abandoned under 
37 CFR § 1 . 135 for failure to respond to the Office letter mailed on January 10, 2003, a Notice to 
File Corrected Application Papers. 

The undersigned, applicant's attorney of record, first became aware of the abandonment 
on February 12, 2003, upon receipt of the Notice of Abandonment and submits that this petition 
to withdraw the Notice is being promptly submitted as required by 37 CFR § 1.8(b).
